A motion providing for a Students’ Society loan fund was passed 
last Wednesday at a meeting of the Students’ Executive Council. 

The fund, which is to provide financial aid to students who fulfil 
certain conditions laid down by the S.E.C, will be administered by 
‘the Scholarships Committee of the University. 

The motion setting'up the Loan fund is as follows: 

Whereas the interest of the Students’ Society of McGill University 
in the welfare of its members extends to the academic side, as well as 
to social and cultural activities; and 

Whereas there are many members of the Society who are in need 
of financial assistance during the course of their university careers; 


and 


Whereas there are some student loan funds available at present, 
but these are not.sufficient to provice loans for all the Bruders who 


require them; and | 


Whereas the Students’ Executive Council is grateful to the kindly 
LEE of the existing loan funds; and 
' ‘Whereas the Students’ Executive Council considers it deatrable to 


education; 


--encourag@ students of the University by helping them to finance their 


Be it resolved that a student loan fund be set up by the Stu- 
dents’ Society with an initial capital of $1,500 subject to the fol- 


lowing terms and conditions: 


1, that the fund be known as the Students’ Society Loan Fund. 

2. that the amount loaned to any one student be restricted to 
a maximum of $300 per academic year. 

3. that interest be charged at the rate of 3% per annum com- 
mencing two full years after the date of the load. 

4. that interest received on loans be added to the capital sum 


of the fund, 


5. that the fund be administered by McGill University. 
6. that loans be made without restrictions as to race, national- 


ity or creed. 


7. that loans be granted in accordance with the following qua- 


. lifications : 


a. students must be in good academic standing, 
b. the primary consideration is to be financial need, 
c. a secondary consideration is to be the contribution made to

An Alternative 
Sir: 


J!’ The recent neti at the Uni- 


versity of Alabama have caused 
a great deal of consternation and 
indignation in all quarters. The 
result has been that a number 
of hasty and perhaps unwise sta- 
tement have been made, It would 
be well for us to remember that 
advice freely given is rarely ap- 
preciated and even more rarely 
ected upon. Condemnation is al- 
ways resented and does nothing to 
improve the situation. Miss Lucy’s 
problem is only a reflection of a 
far greater problem that plagues 
the whole of the Southern Unitéd 
States. 

That problem will not be solved 


by the enforcement of laws, or]. 


by free advice, or by condemnat- 
ion from areas where the prob- 
lem does not'assume the same pro- 
portions. It will take a long time 
to work out, and the only people 
who can solve it are the southerns 
themselves. However the problem 
does concern us and I feel that 
we should do something, but let 
us do something constructive to- 
wards a solution, rather than 
something that will soothe our 
consciences and get us some fa- 
vourable publicity. 

Here at McGill we have seen 
that people of ‘different races, 
creeds and colours can live, work, 
and play together and it is here 
that I feel we can make a con- 
tribution. I should like to suggest 
that we offer not one but two 
scholarships, These would be open 
only to students normally resident 
in one of the former Confederate 
States of America and would be 
awarded for a single year. The 
only other stipulation would be 
that one of the recipients would 
be white, and the other a negro, 
and that they be expected to room 
together for the year. 

Perhaps in this way we may 
show # few that a better under- 
standing of ench other’s problems 
may lead to better relations and 
muke cases like Miss Lucy’s much

If this is done, we will be 
bending over backwards to give 
them what is in réality a more 
than equal chance, which is de- 
cidedly not what they are fight- 
ing so vigorously for. Further- 
more, this move would be extrem- 
ely unpopular and would raise an 
even greater antagonism against 
the negro person in: the Southern 
States.

them. There wére many rational- 
isations which followed but these 
just brought out the true ‘feeling 
of the student body here. : 


Mr. Hamish R. Hutchison sug- 
gested that Miss Lucy be given 
a scholarship to study at McGill, 
but Mr. Hutchison, in what way 
do you expect that to help the 
southern negroes who are preven- 
ted from attending universities? 
I think your mistake come about 
when you treated . Miss Lucy’s 
case as an isolated one, but no, it 
is representative of many. Again, 
Mr, Hutchison if you think that 
“example on the spot’? is the only 
way to aid racial equality, why 
did you suggest that Miss Lucy 
come here? Wouldn’t that defeat 
what the Negroes are trying to 
achieve, 


In your statement “how many 
of you petition signers have been 
to Alabama?”, are you implying 
that conditions in Alabama war- 
rant racial segregation? You also 
said that you “worked with negro- 
es in East Africa, and'as a civi- 
lian in the United States Air 
Force, and am well convinced they 
are the equal in human worth of 
any white group.” Do you mean 
human worth as the British used 
it in the days of slavery — that 
one negro vas worth four whites. 

Finally, Mr. Hutchison, the 
students of McGill University are 
supposed to be the cream of Ca- 
nadians, the people who have shed 
their prejudices. I think that they 
should be in a position to praise 
or: condemn Canadians, and the 
student body of the University of 
Alabama,
